| The original of theſe Veins is notalways the ſame; 
for commonly the right Veinriſeth out of the Hollow 
vein, alittle | below the ſource or original of the E- 


_ |mulgent ; but the leaſt takes his original from the 


lower part of the Emulgent it ſelf. Yet ſometimes 
it hath a branch carried to it from the trunk of the |

The middle part of theſe veins runs directly through 
the Loyns, reſting upon the Zumbal Muſcle, a thin

Arteries are mixed ;.. but fince the knowledge of the 
Circulation of. the Blood, rhis Opinion has been; re- 
jeRed ; for the blood in the Arteries goes down to- 
wards the Stones, and that in the veins aſcends from 
them; and therefore if theſe two Veſlels ſhould 'open 
one into the other, the Blood in one of them muſt ne- 
ceflarily be thruſt back, or elfe ſtopping, ſtrerch and 
break the Veſſels ; bur the truth is, the blood, borh 
for the nouriſhment of the Stones, and the making 
of Seed, flows down by rhe Arteries only in an even 


| courſe, without any windings and twinings, like the 


tendrils of Vines, ſo much talked of, as the excel 


lent Anatomiſt de Graef ſays he has found by frequent - 
inſpection. The Veins carry back from the Stones, 
what of the blood remains from their - nouriſhment, 


and making of Seed, and theſe indeed come aur of 
the Stones, with a vaſt number of Roots, whereby they 
ſuck up the ſaid Blood, - and are moſt admirably inter- 


_ woven, and inofculated one with another, 'till about . 
four or five fingers breadth above . the Stone, which 


ſpace is called the Pyramidal Body. 
Two things areto be noted. Firſt, That theſe ſper- 


matic Veins have from their riſe to rheir end ſeveral 
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Valves, which open upwards, and: fo ſuffer: the Bload 
to. aſcend NGA: the ollow Vein, but not to return 
back-again. Secondly, "Thar tho? the Spermatick 
Arteries go a direCt cqurſe in Men, yetzprutes they 
are more complicated, and pwiſted with the Veins, but 
- without any opening of one into another. here are 
Nerves and Lympheduts, that paſs into the Telticles 
together with the. Veſlels of preparation. 


CHA P,I.. 
The,Uſe of the preparing Veſſels. 


'H-E Ufe of thoſe Veſſels which are called the 
-K - Veſſels of Preparation, is chiefly'to attract out 
of 'the hollow Vein, or left Emulgent, the moſt pure 
and exquiſitely concoCted Blood, which is moſt apt to 
be converted into Seed ; which they contain and pre- 
pare, giving unto it a certain rude form of Seed in 
thoſe parts that lie as it were in certain pleights or folds, 
which they do by a; peculiar property bequeathed to 
them. : ET 
'- Another Ule of them is gathered by their fituation ; 
for as they are now {ituated, that is to ſay, the right 
Vein coming from the Hollow Vein, andthe left from 
the Emulgent : Thisincovenience is avoided, that the | 
left Vein is not forced to pats over the great Artery, 
- and fo be in danger of breaking, by reaſon of the ſwitt 
motion of the Artery. Moreover, there being a neceſ- 
{ity that Male and Female ſhould be' begor, ic is fit 
that there ſhould be Seed proper for the generation 


of both Sexes, whereof ftome muſt be hotter, and ſome - | 


muſt be colder ; *'and therefore Nature hath fo order- 
ed it, that the hotter Seed ſhould proceed from the 
right Vein for the generation of man, and the colder 
fromthe left, for the'generation of Females. The left

HESE four Veſſels after many ingraftings and 
" knittings rogether, ſeem at length ro become 
only two bodies, full of little crumplings like the ten-* 
'dril of a Vine, white, and in the form of a Piramid, 
reſting the right upon the righr Stone, and the* fefe 
upon the left Stone. Theſe are called Pareſtate,which;' 
as they ſtand, pierce the tunicles of each Stone with 
certain fibers or extraordinary ſmall Veins, which after- 
wards diſperſe themſelves through the body of ' thoſe 
Stones. "The ſubſtance of theſe Paraſtate is between 
that of the Srones, and that of the Preparing Veſſels, 
for they neither altogether conſilt of Membranes, nei- 
ther are they altogether Gl/andulous or Kernelly. | 
| Upon the Stones, as yet clad with, the tmnica alvugi-. 
nea, are fixed the epididymide,' called-allo Paraſtate ; 
theſe do not ditter trom the Stones, only theſe _

CHAP. Iv.' 
Of the Tefticles i in eckenil: 


HE Stones are in number two, very ſeldom one, 

and much ſeldomer 3 or 4 The fituation of the 
Stones in Men is without the Midriff, ar the root.of 
the Yard, under the belly ; and that for two cauſes, 
to keep men more chaſte'; it being obſerved, 'that 
thoſe creatures which carry their ſtones within their 
Bodies, are more ſalacious, and bring forth. in great 
numbers. 

Their bignef is, not always alike in all Creatures, 
bur in men as big as a Pigeons E ;g, or asa ſmall 
Hens Egg; and commonly the lett is bigger than the 

ht. 

Nos the Anatomy of the Stones, divers things are to 
be conſidered. Their Tunicles, or the s&ins in which 
they are wrapt, as. well thoſe which are common to 
both, as thoſe which are peculiar to either ;- next, the 
rolites: ; then, the ſubſtance of which they are com- 
poſed ; and lattly, the Veſſels which are diſperſed 
through the body of the ſtones. 

The Stones in Latin, are called Te eſtes, either be- 
cauſe they teſtifie one to be a Man, or becauſe amongſt 
the Romans, none could bear witneſs, but he that had 
them. They have a peculiar ſubſtance, ſuch as is not 
in all the Body beſides, whitiſh and ſoft, made up of 


an 
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an ingumerable little Ropes of Seed carrying Veſſels, 
There is no cavity in $6.4 but thoſe faid Vaſc are 
continued to one another, and carry the Seed in 
their undiſcernable hollowneſs. p__ held the 
right to be bigger and hotter than the left, and there- 
fore called it the Male-getter, and the left the Female- 
getter; theſe fancies ſeem ridiculous, ſeeing there is 
no ſuch difference of their 'bigneſs, and thar their 
Veſſels are common; . they have: Arteries and Veins 
from the preparing Veſlels, which ſome have thought 
to reach only to the inmoſt coat, becauſe they are not 
conſpicuous in the inner ſubſtance ; but that comes to 
paſs, by reaſon that the arterial Blood preſently loſes 
1ts colour, and, by the ſeminifick faculty of the Stones, 
is turned into Seed, which being whitiſh, of the ſame 
colour with the Veſſels, makes them undiſcernible z 
yet in thoſe men, that have died of languiſhing Diſf+ 
caſes, and whoſe Stones have their faculty impaired, 
Diemerbroeck ſays, that he has often ſeen Blood-bring - 
ing Veſlels in the inmoſt parts of the Stones, and has 
| ſhew'd them to many, in the publick Anatomick 
Theatre : As to Nerves, Dr. lis afhirms, that he 
could never obſerve more to go to them, than ane 
from a vertebral pair, and that too' was moſt of ic 
ſpent upon the Muſcle cremaſter. Concerning the 
Uſe of this Nerve, there is a great Controverhie, Dr. 
Glifſon, Dr. Wharton, and others, will have it 'con- 
| vey a ſeedy Juice, which makes the greateſt part ofthe | 
Seed : But Dr. Willis is of another Opinion ; howe- 
ver the Seed muſt needs conſiſt of a nervous Juice, 
and plenty of Spirits brought trom the Brain, becauſe 
of the great weakneſs, and enervation that is induced 
upon the Brain, and Nerves, by too great' an uſe of 
Venery. - | ug

'T H E Tuyicles are wrapt up in divers coverings a- 
bout the-number of ich there hath been greax 
diſſention. But they are now reduced to five, where- 
'of two are common, and are called Scrotum, and 
Dartos ; three particular, the names of which are E- 
Iytroides, Erythroides and Epididymss. Do 

© The firſt of theſe, which is like a Satchel or Purſe, 


+. andis common to both, conſiſts of a skin and a cu- 
\ ticle. This contains the two Stones like a Purſe; and 


is obvious to the touch. The'skin of this part differs 
from any other part of the 'skin which covers the 
body : for whereas that is ſtretched out and ſpread 
| Cloſe over the body, this is more looſe, and made to 
ſtretch out, or to be wrinkled up together 2s occaſion 
3s ; that is, as the ſtones either aſcend, or deſcend - 
they aſcend commonly in the time of ConjunCtion ; 
they deſcend in Fevers, weakneſs of the T efticles, or 
by reaſon of old age. 1

Ir takes its original from the pro- 
duction of the 'Pcrironaum, for where the ſpermatick 
| Veſſels paſs, they do- not atall bruiſe the Peritoneum, 
| but carry it down to the Stones, and fo conſjitute or 
make this Tunicle. To know this Tunicle, and the 
original of it, is very neceſlary for Phyſick, becauſe 
that hollowneſs, which the Proceſles of the Perirone-. 
um do make forthe paſſage of the ſpermatick Veſlels, 
is ſometimes dilated as far as the beginning,or ſource of: 
this Tunicle, and both the ſmallgutsand the Rall fall 
down upon the Teſticles, which is the Cauſe of that 
kind of Burſtneſs, which by the Phyſicians is called, 
EFnterocele, This Tunicle grows to that which is 
called Dartos, being joyned to ir by many nervous 
fibres. Underneath this is a Tunicle, called Erythroi- 
des, or the red Tunicle; fo called from the multitude 
of red veins which are ſprinkled up and down in it. 
Ic riſes from the other Membranes, and is encompatl- 
ſed without by the firſt proper 'Tunick. | : 
The third, and that which immediately -compaſſeth = 
the ſtones, is that which is called Epididymis - it is 
\, white, thick, and ſtrong, to preſerve the ſoft and looſe 
ſubſtance of the Stones. It riſeth from the Tunicle 
of the ſeminal Veſlels, being the thickeſt of all the -

domen or Midrift end, thence reaching down upon 
the ſuperiour Members of the Teſticles, they are ex- 
tended through 'the whole length of that round Body. 
Theſe Muſcles are never ſeen in Women, being 


altogether uſeleſs, becauſe their Stones are not pen- 
dent, but are incloſed within their bodies, 


CHAP. VII. 
Of the ſubſtance and temper of the Stones. 


HE fubſtance of the Stones is glandulous, or 
kernelly, white, ſoft, looſe, ſpongy and hollow, 
having ſundry veſlels difperfed thorow them. 

Now although the ſubſtance of the "Teiticles be moſt 
foft and moiſt, yet doth not this moiſtneſs conſtiture 
an uniform, or homogeneal body ; for the ſubſtance 
_ of the Stones is wholly diflimilar, and full of fibres. 
Theſe fibres alſo ſeem to be of a different ſubſtance 
from that of the Stones, being only cloathed with the 
fleſh of the Stones, as the fibres of the Muſcles are 
inwardly nervous, but covered over With the fleſh of 
the Muſcles. Theſe fibres again differ in this, that 
the fibres of the Teeſticles are Lllow, but the fibres of 
the Stones full and ſubſtantial.

| Nevertheleſs, we are to underſtand this, that the- 
temper of the Stones are not alike in all, for in ſome

bout much more hairy, and their Teſticles much har- 
der than others. T hoſe that have their Teſticles cold,

The greateſt heat is in the right Telticle, becauſe 
it receives more pure, and hotter blood from the hol- 
tow' Vein, and the great Artery ; the left colder, be- 
cauſe it receives a more. impure, and ſerous blood

The uſs of the Tunicles is now to be ſpoken of ; 
and firſt, of that which is. outermoſt, and is called

for the Teſticles when they ſwell with plenty of Seed, 
and to wrinkle. up again, when the Teſticles being 
empried, and fo becoming leſs, are drawn upward.

| AT the end of the Deferent Veſſels on both ſides; 


' are certain little bladders, knit, and joyned to- 


gether, and placed between the Bladder and the right 


gut; the laſt of which, together with the ſeminary 


: Veſſel, is terminated, in the Proſtate, or Foreſtanders, 
| by a little channel, © 


' Theſe Bladders have two ſeveral ufes ; for they do 
not only ſtrengthen the ſeminary Veſlels where they 
end, bur alſo ſeem to be the ſtores and magazeens of 
the Seed. They are many, that every time a man 
uſes-the aCt of Venery, he may have a new ſupply. 
of matter from thele ſeveral veſicles. Thus that which. 
is next the Yard being firſt disburdened, the ſecond 
is the next time empried, and fo till all the ſtore is 
ſpent ; and, were it not for theſe veſicles, a man could 
not liewith a woman more than once. _. 

In theſe Veſſels ſuch is the propenſity of Nature to 
propagate, ler the body be-never ſo much emaciated, 


there is always found a leſſer or greater quantity of 


Seed. They are hollow and round, to containa _ 
| greater 
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greater quantity of Sced; they are alſo full of meni-, 
| branesthat they may be contracted or extended as the. 
plenty of Seed requires; they are crooked and full of 
windings and-turnings, that the Seed contained may 


not eahily {lip out. ret batt: | 
. _ "Theſe ſmall Bladders ate little Cells, like thoſe-in a 
Pomgranate, or ſomething like a bunch of Grapes, 
De Graef compares them to the guts of a little Bird, 
diverſly contorted. "They conſiſt of one thin mem-, 
' brane, thro? which ſome ſmall twigs run, both of _ 
Veins, Arteries, and Nerves; they are. about three 
Fingers breadth long, and one broad, bur in ſome 
places broader, and ſome narrower, as they run in 
and out. [They are two divided from one another 
by a littie interſtice, and they do ſeverally, by a pe- 
culiar paſſage, caſt the Seed contained in: them! into 
the Urethra: they are very winding, and conlilt of 
many little Cells, that they ſhould, not pour out all 
the Seed contained in them in one act of Copulation, 
but might retain it-for ſeveral ; they have no com- 
munication one with another, not even in their very 
opening into the Urethra , but the Seed that is 
brought © to theſe little bladders on the right fide iſ- 
ſues by its proper paſlage into.the Urethra, and that 
which is brought to the left likewiſe, ſo that if by 
any accident the bladders on the one fide be burſt or 
cut, as in cuting for the Stone they muſt needs. be, 
yet thoſe on the ether being entire may ſtill ſaffice for 
generation. When the Secd is caſt out of theſe blad- 
\ ders in the! aft of generation, it paſles out the ſame 
way it. came in, which in this caſe may ealily be, 
tho' it be unuſual there ſhould be a contrary motion 
in the ſame veſlel ; for when ic comes in, it drills a- 
long gently without any force, but in Copulation 
when the 'Muſcles of the Yard, and all the bordering:

thro? a Caruncle like quick Silver thro? leather into. 
the Urethra, or - DuEt of the Yard, that is common 
both to the Seed and Urine. I fay, it ouzes from the 
necks of the Bladders thro' a Carunck into the Ure- 
thra ; forthere is one placed as a valve before the O- 
rifice of each of them, - partly rb hinder the coming of 
the Urine into them, partly to hinder.the involunta- 
ry effuſion of *che-Seed. Now: tho' the lite holes 
thro' which the Sced pafſes out of the netks of the: 
ſmall bladders into the Urethra, be natarally almoſt. 
imperceptible,- yer, if they be either . croded by the.

lation, or if of themſelves they be weakened and 1o- 
become more Laxe, as ſometimes happens to old or 
impotent Men. that - uſe.

which- doth alſo cloath the ſeminary Veſlels and ve-- 


| ticles - before and behind they ſeem mare flat, onthe. 


fades they, are more. round ; they have. a ſubltance- 
like other kernels, leole and ſpongy, only they difter 
from them. by reaſon of their, whirenels and hardneſs ; 
they wre endued with'an exquilite fecling,.. ro ftir'up, 
greater defire of Copulation. "Theſe G{andule or. 
keraels have certain pores that, open thlmſelves into,

the 
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the Urethra, through which the Seed (theſe Foreſtan- 
ders being ſqueezed by the lower Muſcles ofthe Yard) 
diſtils into the Yard. T” 

The ule of theſe Kernels are partly to beget an 
oyly, far, and ſlippery ſubſtance,, with which the u- 
rinary paſſage is ſometimes anointed, to defend it 
from the acrimony both of the Seed and Urin, 'and 
to keep it always moiſt. 

| The other uſe is raken from the name of Proſtate; 
which word,in the ſingular number, ſignifies a Tu- 
tor or Defender ; for they are there placed to preſerve - 
and ſtrengthen the ends of the Deferent Veſlels, 
leſt by overmuch diſtention of the Yard, the Semi- 
nary Veſſels ſhould be either burſt, or moved out of 
- their places. : 

They have a third.uſe: For, being placed between 
the Bladder and the right-gut, they ſerve inſtead of 
Cuſhions for the Veſlels to reſt upon, and to guard 
them from all compreſſion : Hence it happens ſome- 
times that thoſe who are very much bound in their 
bodies, while they ſtrain themſelves over-vehement- 
ly, do now and then void a kind of Seed, which hap- 
pens by a violent compreſſion of thoſe parts. 

I he Proftars, in Engliſh, ſtanders by, or waiters, 
are placed near to theSeed-Bladders.DeGraef calls them 
the glandulous body, iuppoling them to be one body, 
and only divided by the common, dufts of the ſeed- 
bladders, and the wvaſa deferentia coming through the 
midlt of it. They are of a whice, ſpungy, glandulous 
ſubſtance, about as big as a ſmall Wall-nutr, encom- 
paſſed with a ſtrong and fibrous Membrane from the 
Bladder, to the beginning of whoſe neck they are join- 
&d at the root of the Yard ; inſhape they come near- 
eſt to an Oval, ſave that on their upper and lower 
part, they afe a linle depreſſed, and in that end,

The ſphinGer Muſcle of the Bladder encompaſſes 
them fo, that' far fo far as they coyer the neck of the 
Bladder, . the ſphiner touches it not, they coming 
between. - They - bave all forts of veſlels which run 
chiefly on, their out-lide, in the inner part, they 
have ten or-more ſmall Ducts, which unload them-

B 'F HE ftructure of the Yard is not unknown; 

B that is to ſay, at the root of the ſhare bone in 
the hinder part of the Hypogaſtrion or lower part of 
the belly, where the hair grows; which bone is cal- 
led, Os pubis. Though the greateſt part of it, is not 
pendent without, but adjoining to the Pogex, is fitua- 

ted near rhe joining of the ſhare-bone, being faſt knit 

to it in the Prripeum, or ſpace between the Cods and 
the Fundament ; the other part is pendent and is ſeen 

hanging outward. This ſituation 'is moſt appropria- 

ted to the manner of the a& of generation, uſual and 
peculiar to men, who de not couple after the manner 
of Beaſts. The figure of it is in a manner round, 
though not exaCtly ; broader in the upper part which 
is called the back of the Yard. | 

The thickneſs and longiudeof the Yard is ſo much 

as is required for Procreation ; yet it is not ſo long as 

in many other creatures. Yea, and in ſeveral men 
there is a very great diverſity ; little men being for 
the molt part, belt provided in that part: Ir 15a gene- | 
ral received opinion, that the often uſe of Venery doth 
ancreaſe the quantity of ir in all dimenſions. | 

TheYard will alſo be longer,if theNavel-ſtrings are 

not bound up, or knit too cloſe by the Midwite, in 
Chilaren that are newly born ; but ar ſome diſtance 
trom the Navel : "This happens by reafon of the Li- 
&:ment coming from the Navel to the bottom of the 
Bladder; which if it be too much abreviatcd, draws 
up the Bladder, and conſequently ſhortens the Yard ; 
bur if the Navel-ſtring be lett at a longer diſtance, the 
Urachus is enlarged, and conſequently the Yard hath

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. more liberty to extend it ſelf; Ang therefore the 
Midwives are from, hence advertiſed, that they do 
not ſpoil the harveſt of generation, by cutting the 
ſithe too ſhort. - | 

As to the ſubſtance of the.Yard ; it is not of a bony 
ſubſtance, as in Dogs, Wolves, or Foxes; for o it 
would becorne always hard and eredted, and hinder 
men from all buſineſs but the aft of Venery: Neither 
is it griſtly, for fo it could neither ere it felf, nor 
flag,when occaſion required : Neither is it full of veins, 
. for ſo it could not be emptied and repleted on ſuch a 
ſudden as often happens ; beſides, the Tunicles of the 
veins are ſo thin, that they coutd not ſufter ſo great a 
diſtention; neither tan it be full of Arteries, becauſe it 
wants a continual pulfation ; neither can it confiſt of 
Nerves, becauſe they having no. hollowneſs, cannot 
be extended and looſned, asit muſt of neceſlity happen 
ro the Yard. Ft is therefore neceſſary that the Yard 
ſhould have ſuch a ſubltance, as is not peculiar to any 
part,ofthe body. It is to be underſtood, that there do 
concur to the framing of the Yard, two nervous bo- 
dies, the paſſage for the Urine which is called Urethra, 
the G/ans or Nut of the Yard, four Muſcles, the Vel-

CHAP. XV. 
of the Aion of the Yard. 


HE main ſcope of Nature in the uſe of the Yard, 

was, the injection of Seed into the womb of the 

Woman, which injection could not be done, till the 

\ Seed were firſt moved ; neither could the - Seed be 

- moved bur by frication of the parts, which could not 

be done, till it were ſheathed in the Womb ; nor that 
neither, till the Yard were erected. 

This diſtention is cauſed by repletion ; which is 
cauſed by the plenty of Seed : Secondly, by ſuperflui- 
ty of wind, which if it be too violent, is the cauſe 
of priapiſm: A third cauſe proceeds from the abun- 
dance-ot Urine contained in the Bladder. Sometimes, 
the heat of the reins is a caule thereof. 


CHAP. XVI. 
Of the uſe of the Yard in general. 


HE. Yard is ſituated under the Midrift over a- |

CHAP. XVII 
Of the uſe of the parts conſtituting the Yard.

'reſolve the ſerous thin humours, and.convert the thick- 
er part into a more ſolid ſubſtance; therefore you are 
to conſider , well- the: habit of the body, and whether 
the Scirrhus be old or new. As to the habit of the 
Body, young People, and ſuch as Jive effeminately 
muſt be treated with|milder refolvents than thoſe who 
| live a laborious life. | So alſo a new. Scirrhus, whilſt 
it is increaſing, requires milder _ applications than the ' 
confhrmed CY inveterate one, the milder reſolvents are 
freſh Butter, Hens-greaſe, oy! of ſweet. Almonds and 
'Lillies, Ducks and Gooſe-greaſe, the Suet of a Calf, 
'2 Goat, Cow, old Lard, the roots of Marſh-mallows, 
Lillies, and the like; the ſtronger are the roots of 
wild Cucumber, Briony, Solamons ſeal, Orris, Ship- 
pitch, Liquid-pitch, Turpentine, Galbanum, Ammo- 
niacum, Edellium, Opoponax, and the like. Vine- 
gar, by reaſon of its penetrative quality, is properly 
mixed with other Medicines to diflulve thick humours.

In dry bodies, where the Scirrhous is more confirm-

| and apply the following.

A Gentlewoman of a full body having been long 


| diſeaſed by an immoderate flux of the Courſes, and 
| fubjeQt.to a Cough, and ſhortneſs of breath, and the 
| like, at length recovered her Health by the preſc-ip- 
| tions of her Phyſician, and enjoyed it the ſpace of a 
| year, but was afterwards feiz'd with a ftraitneſs and 
| pain in her right Breaſt, . which encreaſed much with 
| mflamation. Athirſt ſight it ſeemed to be a confirmed 
| Cancer fixed to the ribs, but upon more mature deli- 
| beration, and handling of it, the Surgeon found the 
| Diſeaſe was in! the skin, and that the Glands and Muf- 
| Culous fleſh underneath were not, hard, or otherwiſe 
| afteted, than as they were bound in by the incenſe 


N 2 hardneſs 
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hardneſs of the skin, which kept them immoveable ; 
from that uncaſineſs an Eriſypelas was raiſed, which 
overſpread the kin of the Breaſt, and parts about with 
great heat. | The Surgeon ſuppoſed the hardneſs pro- 
geeded from a concretion of the nutritious juices, he 
applied over the parts affeted, Galew's Cerate, to re- 
preſs the heat, and ſupplied her with Medicines to dreſs 
be ſeif, thar ſhe might according to her delire, re- 
turn to her houſe in the Country, where ſhe was let 
blood, and purged with Manna, and Cream of 1'ar- 
tar, diſſolved in Whey ; and ſhe was afterwards pur- 

ed with Epſom waters. Bur after all, growing more 
,\ndiſpoſed, ſhe returned to Londow at which time her 
Breait was inflamed, and excoriated and ſeveral hard 
Tubercles were upon the skin, that gleeted much; the 
Scirrhus was-alſo ſpread up that lide of the neck 
by the Maſtoidg Muſcle, to the bone of the ſhoulder, 
and Scapula, and 1ſo under that arm-pit, and down 
that fide; ſome of the excoriations were drefſed with 
Vigo's Oyntment of 'Tutty, and others with Pledgers 
dipt in this following Lotion.

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| Many inward -Remedies were alſo preſcribed, vis. 
| Emulfions, Cordials, and the like, according - to the 
| accidents which hapened ; but the Scirrhus ſtill ſpread- 
| ing, over-ran/the other Breaſt, and ſide of the neck; 
| and in a few weeks made her neck ſtiff and immove- 
| able, and by [reaſon of the comprefiion which was 
| made in the arm-pit, and about the ſhoulder, there 
| was a ſtagnation of the humours, and the arm ſwell'd 


to the fingers ends. The arm was fomented with a 


| decoction of the leaves and roots of Marſh mallows, of 


the leaves of Violets, Plantain, Night-ſhade, W illow, 
Ducks-meat, | of the flowers of Camomile and Melilor, 
of the ſeeds of Flax and Fenugreck, and Embrocations, 
Cerates, Emollients and Reſolvents were uſed to ſuccour 
the parts ; but all this while ſhe was afflicted, cither 
with the Collick, a Looſenefs or Vomiting, Mercu- 
rius dulcis was alſo u'ed inwardly to carry off the mat- 
ter, and Mercurial Oyntments outwardly, and the 
Surgeon would have Salivated her, if ſhe would have

| Of the Canter m the Breaſt. 


HE Cancer is a venomous tumour, hard, and 
very much ſwelled, hot, and durable, more ex- 
aſperat:d oftentimes by remedies than aflwaged, "The 
Cancer proceeds from a feculent and groſs humour, 
which being: gathercd rogether in the ſpleen, is chaſed 
away trom thence atter it go too hot; which when 
| 4 Nature 
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Nature cannot void, it moſt conjionly in Women 
empties it ſelf upon|the Breaſts, by reafon of their ca- 
vernous and ſpongy nature : the matter of it is a hot 
melancholy blood, /and it is knowh by the crooked 
windings, and retored vcins that are abour it, ftretch- 
ing out long roots a good way from it, being ſome- 
timcs blackiſh, and|ſomerimes inclined ro black and 
blue.: Ir is ſoft to ſee to, bur it is very hard to the 
rouch, extending the pain as far as tha ſhoulders. It 
will ſometimes remain for two years together, no 
bigger than a Bean ; | afterwards it grows to be as big 
as a Nut, then to the bigneſs of an Egg; and after 
that increaſing to a Jarger {1ze. When the skin breaks, 
there iſlues out a great deal of peſtilent matrer, thin, 
and blackiſh, and having a very bad ſmell. "The Ul- 
*cer it it ſelf is very unequal, the lips and orifice there- 
of being ſwell'd with hardneſs, and inverted; a lighr 
Fever polleſſeth thc body, and often ſwoonings. And 
many times the peſtilency of the humour having: corro- 
ded a Vein, there iſ{ues out a great deal of blood. If 
the Cancer be ujcerated, or in any inward part of the 
body, no Medicine can prevail; tor remedies do more 
exaſperate than heip|it. To burn it with jron is pe- 
ſtilenc, and it it bejcut with a Pen: knife, it returns 
again as ſoon as it is bur skin d over, Bur if it be an 
eculcerared Cancer (which is eaſily known) and ariſes 
from 2 more ſharp matter, for then! the fleſh is cor- 
rupted, fending torth a very noyſom matter, being 
very irkiom to the hight, and accompanied with a gen- 
tle Fever, and {wooking, and ifluing out of blood; ) 
"The cure of this is ro; be done by drying and refrigera- 
ting Medicines, or by inciſton to the quick, and ex- 
preilion of the corrupted blood afterwards ; after which 
the wound mult be well cleanſed ; For which purpoſe 
the powder which is called Hartman's bleſſed Powder, 
| | | is 
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| is very prevalent; ' The diet muſt be of meats that 
| moiſten and refrigerate ; blood-letting alſo is profitable, 
| as alſo preparation of the Humour, with the Juyce of 
| fweer ſmelling! Apples,” and extraft of Elkbore, and 
| often purgation with -Lapzs Lazuli pills; and particu- 
| brly if the Cancer be” not ulcerated, you may apply 
| this Ointment; Take Lzthayge one ounce, beat it in a 
| marble Mortar with a leaden Peſtle, incorporating into 
| it two ounces of Roſe-water and Oil of Roſes. In caſe 
| the pain be great, uſe this remedy, Take white Poppy- 


| feed one ounce, Oil of Roſes four ounces, Henbane feed ©

| make an ointment. If the Cancer be already ulcerated,

; a half, the wibires of ſix Eggs, Alum three ounces 
| Camphire one dram ; let all theſe be diſtilled in a -lea- 
| den. {.imbeck, and with the diſtilled water foment the 
| part aftected. Take allo lum as much as a Nut, Ho- 
; ney two penniworth, "red Wine a pint, ſeeth them to- 
| gether ill the fitch part be ſpent, ſFrein it through a 
| Cloth, and waſh the Cancer therewith. 

| A Woman having a pain in her Breaſt, adviſedwith 
| a Surgeon, who felt one of the Glands ſwell'd; he ad- 
| Viſed her fo torbear handling it, and to forbear lacing 
| her felf roo ſtrait Ir lay ſome Years quiet 3 but then 

| the death of her Husband happening, and one affliction 
| following another, and the Courſes: ſtopping, the hu- 
| mours tomented in this Gland, and afterwards the breaſt 
| fiwell'd, and ſeem d ro apoſtumate. Some aflured her, 
| it was a {imple apoſthumation, and requir'd Sig— 
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and ſhe was perſwaded-to follow their advice, *till ſhe 
became excreamly pained. It was without inflammation, 
bur ſivell'd very big, and ſeem'd to/ be full of matter; 

| It was not without hard twbercles, and other ſymptoms 
to ſhew it would end in a Cancer, whenſoever it ſhould 
break; therefore a kilful Surgeon refuſed to open it, 

bur 2dviſed, the belt he could to giveher eaſe, and pro- 
miſed to come te her, if after it brake ſhe would ſend 
for him. Some Months after ſhe ſent for him, - and 
ſhew'd him a grear (quantity of curdled matter newly 
burſt forth; the Breait was lank, but very hard Gland; 

| hy within, and in the circumference of the tumour, 
there were ſome twuhercles that required to be eradica- 
ted ; to which purpoſe, he delign'd to have ſlit open 
the a5/ceſs, and to have pull'd away the Cancerated 
Glands, but ſhe would not permit him: fo much as 
to enlarge the orifice ; upon which conſideration he, left 
her, and ſhe died within half a year after. 4, 


Of the greatneſs of the Breaſts. 
| T HE greatneſs of the Breaſts | is very unſightly, 


the cauſe of their greatneſs is often handling of 
them, ſtore of windy Yapours, and retention a the 
' monthly Courſes;. The cure of them is not to be neglet- 
ed, becauſe the leſler the Breaſts be, the leſs ſubjeCt they 
are to be cancered ; they are cured by diet firſt, where- 
in the uſe of aſtringent meats is to be recommended, fo 
that they be not windy by repercuſſion of the humour: 
and blood which flow to that part, ſuch are the juyce of 
Hemlock, and the anointing of the place with Partridge 
Eggs : Or you may uſe this following Cataplaſm; Take 
of the juyce of Hemlock, three ounces, of white lead, 
Acacia, and Frankincenſe, of each | three drams, of Vi-

| Of the defeft, abundance, and coagulation of the Milk. 


HE defe& of Milk ariſes from a double cauſe ; 
for either it is a defe&t in the blood, which is 


| dried up by reaſon of ſome hot maladies of the body,” 
| either through!intemperancy of the Liver through faſt- 
| ing, or too mulch evacuation. If the deficiency of milk 
| come from theſe cauſes, it may be increaſed againgeither 
| by prepared Cryſtal; The leaves alſo, root and ſeed of 
| Fennel do avail much in this particular, and the pow- 
| der of Earth- Worms prepared and drunk in W ine, as 
| alſo the Eleftuary called Elefnarimm Zactrhi. There 
| s another cauſe which proceeds from the Ladtifying 
' quality, which is many rtinzes ſo weak, that it can nei- 
| ther attract nor concoct the blood, by reaſon of ſome 
; outward refrigerating, and aſtringent qualities, or by 
| reaſon of ſore other Diſeaſes. 'The Cure of which - 
| being looked after in their reſpeQive places, much con- 
| duceth to the reſtoring of that defeft. The _—_ | 
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of milk. proceeds from too great | a plenty of blood 
and a Mine ſachfying quality. ' In the "aa of which 
the increaſe of blogd is to be impeded, which is done 
by drying , up that humour, and diverſion ; to which 
| blood-letting conducerh much : _ Medicines alſo that

_ _. Curdling of the milk is when the thinner part ofthe 
milk exhales, and the more groſs and heavy part ſtays 
behind, which many times is the cauſe of tumours, ker- 
nels, and Apoſthumes. In this caſe the Infant is not to 
fuck the part aftected ; though that Breaſt is alſo to be 
ſuckt for fear, 1ſt |the milk which is newly generated, 
ſhould be curdled and knotted by that which is there 
already ; and fo thit part of the coagulated milk may 
| be hindred from purrifying. To the diſſolving of the 
Milk it much conduceth to waſh the Breaſt with Wa- 
ter, Wine, and Vinegar mixt together ; as alſo a Fo- 
ment.tion mide of the decoCtion of /Marſh-mallows, Fe 
zwgreek, and Melitgte, and then anointing them with 
a liniment of Cf of| Roſes, Oil of ſweet Almonds, juice 
of Parſley and Vinegar,wherein let the Gall of a Hare be . 
firſt difſolved. Hemlock water in this caſe alſo is not a 
little commended. |

4 down below the AbJdomen or Midrift, proceeding 
. from a looſeneſs of the Ligamants. 
| The general figns of this, are a pain in the loins, 
and hairy parts, and of tlie Os facrum, or holy Bone,” 
to which the Womb is faſtned ; at rhe beginning the 
pain is not very great, nor after long continuance,” by 
reaſon of uſe : "The weight thereof being only trouble- 
ſome, which is an impediment to the Patient in going.; 
The particular ſigns do vary according as the tall is 
greater or leſs; for in the one the Womb ceſcends ro 
the middle of the Hips and lower; in' the latter there 
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S perceived the diſtention of the skin,/and as-it were the 
weight of a good ig Egg about the Privities. 
"The Cure of this is difficult, if there be the great- 
er falling of the Womb, if the Woman bein Age, if 
Ree. Conraliion, or other ſymptoms happen; if that 
be in women with Child, it is deadly ; and ſometimes 
it. is corrupted by the ambient Air, and turns into a 
Gangrene. The Cure conliſts in the re-putting of ir 
into its own place. Where you muſt obſerve, firſt to 
ſtop the inflammation, if there be any; or if there be 
any ſwelling cauſed by the cold Air, you mult foment 
the part firſt with decoftion of Mallows, Marſh-mal- 
lows, Flowers of Camomile, and Lawrel Berries : If 
there be any wind or excrement in the Gut, you muſt 
uſe Clyſters firſt; it is alſo to be fomented and anoint 
ed with agglutinating/ and aſtringent, or binding Medi- 
cines, there is a Fumigation to be made of the skin of | 
a ſalt Eel dried, and poudered. When is is to be putin- 
to its place,” the woman muſt be laid with her Belly 
upwards ; then muſt|the Midwife, or other Party em- 
ployed,with a linnen Cloth dipr in Oyl of Roſes, a little 
warmed, gently thruſt up the part affe&ted which is fal- 
len, as gently as| may be, turning a little. Now to 
| keep it up, the woman mult be kept lying on her back,

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"The Cauſes of this diſtemper are the narrowneſs of 
the Veins, and the vitiou of the blood. The 
Cure of this muſt be haſtened,, becauſe this ſuppreſiion 
if it ftay long begets many more diſeaſes, as Fevers, 
Droplies, Vomiting of blood, and the like : The 
Cure is hard if it be of any continuance, and if it ftay 
beyond the fixth month, -it is almoſt incurable ; eſpe- 
cally if it happen through any perverſion of the neck 
of the Womb ; for then the woman is troubled wirh 
often ſwooning, /and vomiting of blood, - and a pain 
| ſeizes the parts of the Belly, the Back, andthe Back- 
bone, which is attended with a Fever, and the excre- 
ments of the Belly and Bladder are ſupprefied; a wea- 
rineſs poſſeſſes the whole Body, becauſe of the diflu- 
fon of the retained blood through rhe whole body, and 
eſpecially the hips and thighs, becauſe of the ſympathy 
of thoſe parts with the veins of the Womb. In the 
firſt place, the letting of blood is commended ; for the 
blood which every month ſtays in the' body, -' and 
ſhcks in the Veing, is to be provoked downward to 
the Womb; and: therefore a vein is to be opened in 
the beel, for ſo the plenty of blood is diminiſhed, and 
the moxiqn of the blood-is made toward the Womb; if 
neceflity requires that ir ſhould be done more than 
once, one day a vein. muft be opened: in one thigh, 
and another day in the other; and thac which is open- 
& .for evacuation mult be firſt opened, that which is 
opened in the ham, or heel, mult be done after Pur- 
' gation, . three, ar four, or five days before the time 
that the accuſtomed eyacuations of the Woman ought 
fo come down.

fubtil humours, and leaves behind the groſs and earthy 
parts, or from the cold Conltitution of the Liver and 
vic ; eſpecially if at the rime of the menſtrua!

the Blood, which happens to Women, who in the

The difficulty of. the Flowers is when they come 
down with pain and trouble, either. through defect in 
the Veins, or in the Blood. "The figns of this are ga- 
thered irom the relation of the fick perſon, who then 
much troubled with pain in the Head, Stomach, and 
Lains, and lower parts of the body. And they __ 
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flow altogether, or drop by drop, as in the former diſ- 
eaſe; It is a Diſeaſe more incident to Maids than mar- 
ried Women, becauſe the Veins of the Womb are leſs 
open in them,than in thoſe who brought forth Children. 

|t happens ſometimes from 2 corruption of the blood, 
that is, from the droflineſs and thickneſs thereof, and 
then the blood clots together 3 andthere is a great pain 
lng before the Flowers begin to come down. Fre 
Cure of this is performed by attenuating Medicines. 
Sometimes from the ſharpneſs and acrimony of the 
Blood, which proceeds from a mixture of ſharp hu- 
mours with the Body, and then the genital parts do 
ich. It is cured by thoſe Medicines that temper the 
ſharpneſs of the Humour, as the four greater Seeds, 


| Violets, and Flowers of Nenuphar. Sometimes from 


windy Vapours, and then the pain comes by intervals, 
and is ſuddenly exaſperated, rumbling up and down ; 
and when the wind is forth, the pain'ceaſeth. The cure 
hereof is procured by evacuation of the matter, and 


dipelling of the wind, as is before declared. 


Of the diſcolouring of the Flowers. 


TN HE diſcolouring of the Flowers is when their 
Z right colour, which ought to be red, declines ei- 
ther to paleneſs, whiteneſs, greenneſs, yellowneſs,or blew- 
iſhnefs, through ſome defeQt,or vitiouſneſs of the blood. 
| The ſigns are apparent by the {1ght of the blood ; 
belides that it is accompanied with an ill ſmell, many 
times alſo ir is the cauſe of Fevers, trembling 'of the 
body, loathing of the meat, pain in the ſtomach, &c. - 
| The differences of rhis diſeaſe conſiſt firſt in the vi- 
tiouſheſs of the blood, which is cauſed through ſome 
diſtemper either of the whole body, or ſome part there- 
of. Sometimes the blood is affected by reaſon of ſome 
ſtoppage thereof, and then the Flowers are Gpponticd, 
| Fs Fo 
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which cauſerh pains in the Breaſt, and ſtrong beating 
' of the Breaſt ; and if the woman'bepgin to amend; the 
Blood flows out with a ſtinking purrefaQtion, which 
continues *rill the eighth day ; or ir may be, becauſe 
the Blood is foul'd by \the Womb, being full of excre- 
ments; and then you'may perceive the ſigns of a foul 
Womb. - | | | _ | 
Sometimes the difference of this diſeaſe conſiſts in 
the mixture of the Blood with other vitious humor. 
The Cure conſiſts in preparation and evacuation, but 
care muſt be had, that/becauſe the thick humors need 
attenuation, and that |over attenuating things do melt 
the ſerous humor, that you therefore do not uſe over 
attenuating things, as Vinegar, &c, 
Another difference is, when the Flowers decline to 
a whitiſh colour, which *proceeds from abundance of 
Flegm, or from Putrefation, and then Ulcers follow 
in the Womb, and barrenneſs follows; unlefs the wo- 
mans Flowers do happen to flow! for ſeven or eight 
days together, by which the woman is freed from the 
diſeaſe; or elſe they break out to the parts above the 
groin without any tumor, and burſt forth a little a- 
bove the Hypochondrium, and then the woman fel- 
dom lives, or elſe there will appear after ſome few 
days a great ſwelling in'the Groyn, without a head of 
a red colour, becauſe| the Fleſh is there filled up with 
the Blood. | | | 
When it inclines to yellowneſs, or greennefs, the 
diſtemper comes of Choler ; when to a blackneſs and 
blewneſs, from Melancholy. | 


Of the inordinate Flux of the Flowers.

by good diet, and frequent though gentle exerciſe. 
Sondly, it proceeds from the Acrimony and ſharp-: 
res of the blood, which is known by the. hot temper 
of the body, the blood it ſelf-is more thin and yellaw- 
iþ. | It muſt be Cured by evacuating Medicines, as 
Rheubarb, and ſuch things as temper the. blood, where- 
of we have already ſpoken. RE 

It comes alſo when the retentive faculty. of the womb 
grows lank, which may be known by. the: looſeneſs of 
the Veſſels of the Womb, beſides a moiſt and faint ha- 
bit of the body : In the Cure, beware of things which 
we too Aſtringent; baths,  . wherein the force and 
lreagch of lron may be effeQual, may with ſafety be 
ud. The ſubliſtence and ſtay of the Courſes beyond 
tbe accuſtomed time, proceeds from a fruſtration of 
the expulfive taculty 3 as when there is. ſmall ſtore of 
blood, which is known by this, that the Woman is 
not/troubled with the ſtay of the Courſes; and eſpe- 
cally, it ſhe hive over-exerciſed her ſelf, or uſed a 
hare diet betore. Secondly, the thickneſs of the- 
blood, which is known by the whiteneſs and clammr- 
nels thereof. In the: performance of the Cure, you 
mult purge before too much blood be gathered toge- . 
ther: Nexc, the Courlſes-are to be attenuared, for the 
performance of which, Calamint and Mercurials are to - 
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be moſt commended, | In this' Cafe ſearification of the

There is another difference of this Diſeaſe, which 
ariſes from the weakneſs of the expelling faculty, cau- 


ſed either by the frigid diſtemper of the Womb, of 


which we have ſpoken already; or by a kind of num- 
neſs thereof, of which we ſhall ſpeak, anon. - 


Of the over abundance of the Courſes. 


HE over much flux of the Courſes is either a 

| more abundant, or a more laſting Purgation of 

the Courſes, through ſome defe&, either in the blood, 
or the womb, or the veins of the womb. 

The figns are evident, vis. want of Appetite, 
Crudities, a bad colour in the face, | a ſwelling in the 
feer, and the reſt of the body, a waxing lean of the 
body; and in brief, a general ill habit of body. 

The Cure (if it be of any continuance) is difficult; 
if it happen to an aged woman, there is none at all, 
It requires a revulſion, or drawing back of the blood, 
interception, and incraflation, or thickning thereof, 
-and a cloſing . up of| the Veſſels by aftringent Medi- 
cines. Yet oblerve/that they mult be ſtoptby degrees. 
To this effect, you! may take this Powder. 

Take of the ſeed 'of White Henbane, red Coral, of 
each half a dram, white Camphor half a ſcruple, and 
give the quantity of half a dram ar a time ; powder of 
Amber, Dragons-blood, Bloodſtones, RedCoral, Lettice 

ſeed, of each one dram, Balauſt two ſcruples, Bok armo- 
ziack two drams, given in three ounces of Plantain-wa-

Of this Diſeaſe there are many. differences: Some» 
times it happens from the blood which is derived trom 
the bottom of the Womb, where tor the molt part - 
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the blackeſt and moſt clotted blood; or from the neck 
of the Womb, which is more red and fluid. Another 
difference ariſeth from the plenty of blood, whick ap- 
pears by this, . that the Veſlels are either broken or 
much opened, eſpecially in thoſe women who have 
had a ſtoppage in their Courſes for a time, which pre- 


ſntly break out again, The ſigns of this are evident ;

| Another difference of this diſeaſe ariſes from a ſhatp 
blood, which is known by the gnawing of the humor

with Plantain water, and the muſcilage of the ſeed of

| Another difference ariſes from a ſerous and watry

venercal imaginations,and only happens in the rime of 
ſleep. - It difters fromthe diſcolouring of the Flowers; 
for they though not |exactly, dv always obſerve their

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times of Flowing. Beſides, they happen not to Wo- 
L nee with Child, or ſuch whoſe ' Courſes are ſtopped. 
ſt differs from the putrid humour that iflues from the 
Uleers of the Womb, becauſe that is joyned with the 
fons of an Ulcer, | and the putrefaRtion_is thicker and 
whiter ;- if it be mattery, it is coloured with blood, 
ind iſſues forth with pain. | 7 
The Cure of this muſt be haſtned, becauſe in a ſhot 
ime it endangers the making of women barren, cau- 
ſng them to be fean, to fall into a Conſumption, Me- 
ancholy, the Dropſie, fall of the Womb, Swoonings; 
and Convalſions ; which is rhe cauſe that though it be 
1c hard to be cured in''the beginning, yet it is after- 
wards very difficult ; for by this means the whole body 
acuſtoms it ſelf to ſend forth its excremenrs this way, 
and the Womb being now weakned, gathers excre- 
ments apace. - 
| Sometimes it proceeds from the whole body, and 
then you may . perceive the ſigns of an ill humor 
through the whole body. In the Cure of this, you 
muſt avoid blood-letting, for that the bad humor muſt 
not be recalled ro defile the blood'; beſides, that the 
dfaſe is a ſufficient weakning and conſuming of the 
body.

For take this for a ſecret, that for a married Wo- 
man in caſe of the preſent ſuffocation, there is no- 
thing better than for the Man to anointthe rop of his 
Yard with a little Oyl of Gilliflowers, and Oyl of 
ſycet Almonds together, and ſa to lye with ber; for 
this affuredly brings down the Matrix again. 
This Diſeaſe is very frequent, the Procatartick or . 
external Cauſes of it, are either violent motions of the 
body, or, which is much oftner, vehement commo- 
tons of the Mind from ſome ſudden aflault, either of 
Anger or Grief, or the like Paſſions. Therefore as 
often as Women are troubled with this or that diſorder 
of Body, the reaſon whereof cannot be deduced from 
the common Axioms; for finding out Diſeaſes, we 
muſt diligently enquire whether they are nor chiefly 
afflicted with that indiſpolition which they complain 
of, when they have been diſturbed in their 'minds, 
and afflicted with grief; which if they confeſs, we 
may be fully ſatisfied that this diſorder proceeds from 
this Diſeaſe we are now ſpeaking of ; eſpecially if 
Urine as clear as Chryſtal evacuated copiouſly ſome 
certain times, makes the Diagnoſtick more manifeſt.

Of the Diſeaſes of the Head. 
HE Diſeaſes common to Children,are firſt certain 
little ulcerous rifings, chiefly in the Head ; fome- 
times in the 1 hole. Body ; they ariſe from ſome. vitious 
humour either colleQed in the Womb, or out of the 
Womb, by reaſon of the badneſs of the milk containing 
a ſerous, falt, and nitrous quality : If there be no ill to. 
| | be ſuſpeRted, the humour may' be driven forth by gi- 
ving the Child ſome Syrup of Fumatory, or Harts horn 
| burnt: The Nurſe is his purged, and the matter 
offending to be tempered with Syrup of Borage, or Fu- 
mary : It there be much corruption under the Cruſt of 
the Scab, the Head of the Child is tro bo bathed with 


ſome ſoftning decoCtion, and then to be anointed with 
ſome drying Ointments. . | : 

' Sometimes they are troubled with an inflamation of 

' the Head, with which is joined a hollownef in the fore- 

part of the Head; and in the Eyes; it may ariſe from 

the milk, if the Nurſe be ſubje& to drink 'overmuch 


ſtrong 
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frong drink ; ' in the Cure; you muſt beware of ap- 
plying thirigs which are too refrigerating. 

They are alſo many times affected wirh a kind of E- 
pileplic, - which proceeds ſomedimes from extraordinary

ws ſometimes from Worms moving themſelves in the 
guts ; and fometimes it is the conſequent of other Dif- 

eaſes. 'T he Cure'is-to be obſerved, partly in the Fitz - 
and partly after the'Fit : The Smaragd-ſtone, and the 
Hoot of-a wild Elk put into the left. Far are very profi- 
table, and: take-good effect ; vomiting allo, atid' this 
Emplaiſter of white Amber, Frankincenſe, and Ma- 
ſtick, of each a dram and a half, Galbanum, Opopa- 
nax, of each a ſcruple, Miſleto of an Oak rwo drams, 
Ambergreece ſox grains, Musk three grains, ſeed of

' may be generated, and that the Children be not pur to 
fleep upon a full ſtomach : "The ſtomach of the Child 
anointed near the orifice with Oil of Quinces, and Ma- 
ſtick, and Oil of Nutmegs. Before fleep ditfolve a 
little roll of Diamoſch in Milk, and give the Child; 
unleſs the Child be over-much troubied with heat, you 
may give it a little Treacls once in a week ; over- 
much watching , or *weakneſs, is occationed by 
ſharp Vapours which ariſe out of the ſtomach, by rea- 
ſon of 'the badneſs of the Milk ;” ſometimes it is occa- 
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fioned by Feavers, and pain .of foe peculiar parts ;

ing down be hot, the face of the Infant will be red; if

T HA T we may the better diſcern the whole 


courſe and order of Generation, ,1 have 

thought ir convenient to demonſtrate haw

| but firſt jt is neceffary to take-notice what Generative 
| Seed is, and. how extracted out of the three ConcoCtions. 
We may obſerve the natural Procreation of man ro 
be altogether ſuch, as we perceive the generation and 
beginning of Plants or Herbs of wy kind to be; For

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as they every one of|them from the Seed of his Kind,

to the nouriſhment off Man, after they be altered and 
tranſmuted even to the third Concodion : Of the ſu- 
perfluity of which concoCtcd food collefted and gather- 
ed together in its proper and due manner, it is evident 
that the ſame is ingendred, according to the conſtitu- 
tion, of rhe age and nature ; for there is made a three- 
fold concoction of any meat, altered and converted in- 
ro the nouriſhment of} the living Creature, even toge- 
neration of ſeed, that concoction nevertheleſs following, 
which is the pureſt of all Concoctions : For-the Food 
being ſent down into the ſtamach\, by chewing ſtreight- 
way the pure Nutriment which is\,ordained to the 0- 
ther part (the dry Excrement being. driven downward 
thorough the Guts to the Belly) through the ſucking 
Veins (named in Latin me/araice) carried as it were 
to one Gate flowing out of innumerable \Channels, is * 
brought to the Liver; where to the diſpoſition of the 
former concoction, mads in the ſtomach, there is forth- 
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with made the ſecond concoQRtion in the Liver of the. 
food derived unto'it, the ſuperfluous marter being ſe- 
parated, that is to fay, both kinds of choler, and the 
watriſh humour drawn and attrated by the emulgent 
yefſels (in Latin vaſe emulgentia) that. it being ſtrain= 
& thrcugh the kidnies, might deſcend down info the 
bladder; then the reſidue, refined and: cleanſed in,the 
Liver by this concoCtion, that 1s to fay blood, is con- 
veyed over to the Heart, .to. receive its. vital admini- | 
ſtration-and office. In the Heart again, is made the 
third ConcoCtion of the food being received at onetime; 
for there blood having taken unto it vital and lively 
ſpirit, | being diffuſed and ſent abroad throughout the 
Gre members of the body, doth again expel and void 
out.that which is ſuperfluous in it ſelf, by- the. ſecret 
pores and paſſages. Art length here the Spirit chang- 
eth and turneth the blood conveyed through the ſper- 
matical or ſeed-veſlels (being branches of vena cave) 
there alſo further concoGted into the nature of ſperm or 
ſeed, by the twined revolutions and back-turnings of 
the ſmalleſt veſſels for this purpoſe, and by the glandu- 
lous or kernel'd ſubſtance of the Telticles, andthe ſeed 
paſſages (which they call Paraſtatz) available in that 

behalt: So the blood, exquiſitely wrought and labour- 
ed, and for the moſt - part converted into vital ſpirits, 
is ſtraight-way conveyed by the Artery named Aorta, 
and branches rhereof to all the other Members of the 
whole body. Bur in the fourth place (that we may add

TH AT the reaſon of this "Generation may be 

- made the moreplain and evidentunto us, we will 
deglare by a brief demonſtration, that there is the ſame 
begining of Plants and Herbs, and of other things 
which fall under the ſame conſideration ; therefore as 
In the ſeeds'of every kind, the grain it ſelf caſt into the 
Earth, is the food, | and as it were the firſt fubjeRt of all 
the alteration following, whereby it; buds and ſprings, 
1s augmented and Fwy into a nature like unto it ; 
ſo mear being taken, afforderh in mans body the firft 
matter to a variable concoftion) And as in Plants we 
may obſerve a moſt] certain ſeparation of the purefrom 
the impure, and of the remnant from the ſuperfluous 
matter ; fo here we perceive a. natural ſeparation and 
ſequeſtration of thar which is unprofitable, from that 
which is profitable, | by their certain degrees: For firſt 
the ſeed being committed to the Earth, by andby ſwel- 
ling with the moiſture of the fame, ſtrippeth it ſelffrom 
that little skin, in which it was incloſed, and ſpringing 
upward,caſteth forth the fame being empty, as a dryEx- 
 crement,the grain in the mean time budding andprout- 
' ingforth,that it may proceed forward toward theincreaſe; 
afterward the increaſe and growth ſtretching even to the 
fruitdifrobed and bereaved of theFlower,the ſecond purg- 
ing cafteth down the flower ſprung up in the top of 
the bough, bur preſerveth the hope of the Fruit, being 
ſtripped of his flower, as that thing which remaineth 
pure and profitable by the ſecond purging. Afterwards . 
the Fruit being grown to its juſt quantity, the third 
alreration caſterh down the leaves, as the ſuperfluity of 
this degree.; but ordaineth the fruit, being now fo of- 
| cen 
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ten cleanſed and purged, for the utility of mans nou- 
- riſiment, marurity,-and ripeneſs being granted unto 
it. Put now, either 'the:ſecd-breaketh, the fruir lying 
hid in it, orelſe it-ſendeth it out by putrefaCtion ; and 
being caſt inito'the ground it kaſteneth again into the 
property: of its own nature, not tending towards it ſelf, 
which is remaining. but to the likeneſs of its firſt origi- 
pal, from whence it liad its begining ; fo that in this 
it appeareth pag, v7" true, that Nature ingendererh 
things like unto it ſelf ; for every thing doth naturally 
cover and deſire the\ form and likeneſs of thar form 
whence it is bred; Hence it comes to paſs, that Apples 
w not from Pears, nor Pears from any other kind 
of fruit, unleſs it be' ſo brought about by the means of 
grafting and planting. And the fame thing is to be 
acknowledged in the generation of Man and Woman, 
which is ro be confeſled in the growing of Plants and 
Herbs ; that becauſe we ſee bodies well diſtinguiſhed by 
Members to be engendred of ſeed, we may alſo believe 
that the ſame ſeed is derived fromthe diſtin and ſeve- 
ral: parts of the body; wherefore Jet thoſe be adviſed 
what they fay, who affirm the ſeed of generation to 
be ingendred of the Brain only, when as it is not fo a- , 
preeable to the conſideration of the ConcoQtions, nor 
ro the conſtitution of the bodies. True it is, that ſome, 
andithat not a ſmall part, is derived from the Brain, 
bur rhe chiefeſt part is colleCted rogerther from the chief- 
eſt parts of the whole body : For if we ſay, \, that this 
Houl&be ingendred of one or two parts only; every 
- one would find that this conſequence would follow by 
an infallible reaſon, -namely, thar thoſe ſame parts on- 
Iy ſhould be ingendred again : Theretore we \may 
more rightly conclude, that beſides that beginning 
which it draweth from rhe Brain, it is ingendred from 
Fhe whole body, and the moſt cipecial parts ot the ſame, 


the \ 
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the effect it {elf manifeſting the cauſe, moſt eſpecially 
when we ſec diſtinct members, | and: perfely finiſht, 
according to the due; form of:the-body, and-ſorruly, 
that the thing begotten doth anſwer.' andaagree to the 
conſtitution of the thing begetting ; of feeble ſeed, a 
feeble man being born ; of ſtrong ſeed, a ſtrong and

1 [| T may well be admired, what the reaſon ſhould 
be, that Nature being fo wiſe and provident in all 

her adings, ſhould inevertheleſs be fo overſeen in a 


work of ſo ſpecial regard as Mankind, that for one 


whom ſhe produceth wiſe, ſolid and judicious, - ſhe 
bringeth ſo many into the World of thoſe that are ſhal- 
low, half witted, and voi{of prudence : But having 
ſeriouſly confider'd with my ſelf, and ſearcht into the 
| reaſon of natural cauſes of this ſo ſtrange a matter ; [ 
eaſily found the true reaſon to be this, namely, that 
Parents apply not themſelves to the a& of generation, 
with that order and diligence that is required by nature, 
nor know the conditions which ought to be obſerved, 
that their Children may prove wiſe and judicious. Now 
if by art we may procure a remedy for this, . we 
have brought to the Common-wealth the greateſt þe- 
nefit ſhe can receive. 'The main difficulty of ch vs 
| Or” chiefly 
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chiefly conſiſteth-herein, that we cannat diſcourſe here- 
of in. terms ſo ſeemly and modeſt, as exa& decency 
would require; butif - for this reaſon I ſhould forbear 
to infiſt upon any particular note or obſervation, the 
whole buſtnel would be of ſmall validity ; foraſmuch 
2s divers grave Authors are of opinion, that wiſe men 
ordinarily beget fooliſh Children, becauſein the a&t of 
Copulation Teyabliain from certain diligences, which 
are of importance that the Son may partake of the Fa- 
thers Wiſdom. | 

For the more Methodical proceeding, Ihave thought 
good to divide the. matter of this diſcourſe into four 
_ principal parts. The firſt is to ſhew the natural quali- 
ves and temperature which Man and Woman ought to 
poſleſs, that they may uſe, Generation. The ſecond, 
what diligence the Parents ought to imploy, thar their 
Children may be-male, and not Female. The third, 
how they may become wiſe and not fools. The fourth, 
how they are to be ordered after their birth for pre- 
| ſervation of their wit. As-to the firſt point: Divers 
both ancient and modernAuthbors have delivered their o-

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This therefore is. to be noted as a thing without all 
controverkie or exception, that the qualities which ren- 
der a woman fruitful, are cold and moiſture,. the womb 
holding the fame proportion with mans ſeed; that the 
earth doth with Corn or any other grain ; and we ſee, - 
that if the earth want cold and moiſture, the feed -will 
not proſper ; and that -thoſe are the moſt fertile ſoyls 
which partake moſt of cold and moiſt : yet theſe two 

ualities ought to keep a certain meaſurableneſs, leſt 


rt, either by exceſs, or deficiency, generation be | 


ſpoyled; for as the Corn: is vitiated by exceſs of rain, 
and overmuch cold ; fo in conception the ſeed may be 
choaked by over-abundance of theſe qualities ; and:on 
the other ſide, if thoſe parts in a woman ſhould be tem- 
perate as in a man, it were impoſſible ſhe ſhould con- 


ceive, or be 2 woman : Nor could ſhe breed that fleg- Wy 


matick blood which ingendereth milk, by which, as ' 
Galen and Hypocrates athrm, the birth is nouriſhed 
while it remaineth in the mothers belly ; neither could 
ſhe be beardlefs, or void of hair, if ſhe were overmuch 
inclining to hot and dry. Nevertheleſs, all women are 
not cold and moilt alike, there ng of theſe qualities 
ſeveral degrees, ſome being cold and moiſt in the firſt * 
degree, ſome in the ſecond, ſome in the third, and in 
each of theſe they may conceive, if a man anſwer thetn 
in proportion of heat. As for the figns of theſe ſeve- 
ral degrees of coldneſs and moiſture in women, though 
hitherto they have not been taken notice of by any, yer . 
it will be very requiſite in this place to contider them 
according to the ſeveral effets, which each of theſe de-_ 
grees produceth. Firſt, by the quick apprehenſion 
and acuteneſs of wit in women, tor if they be very 
witty and acute, they are to be judged cold and moilt_ 
in the firſt degree only ; if very thallow and ſimple, in 
* the third degree, but if they partake of a middle na-,

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ture berween theſe ryo extreams, it ſignifieth that they 


are in theſecond degree. . Secondly, their Conditions; 
| they being either curſt, or good natured, according to 
theſe three degrees.]| Thirdly, their voice; which is 
either ſhrill, or big according as they are more or leſs 
cold and moiſt. Fourthly, their ſubſtance in fleſh; 
 leanneſs being a ſign of little coldneſs and moiſture ; 
_ groſneſs or. over-much corpulency, of the redundance 
, of thoſe qualities: to be meanly fleſhed, betokeneth 
the ſecond degree. |Fifthly, the colour of their face ; 


which is either white, or ſwarthy, as theſe qualities are 


intenſe or remiſs ; of the ſecond degree is compoſed - a 
freſh and lively colour. Sixthly, their hair ; which is 
alſo either much, or little, according to the exuber- 
: ance, or defect of cold and moiſt. Sevenchly, a hand- 
ſom form and proportion of body is the reſult of the 
middlemoſt degree ;| deformity ariling from either Ex- 
tream. 
Now from all theſe Signs it may be concluded, that 
thoſe women who are cold and moiſt in the ſecond de- 
gree, are of the perfeCteſt temper, and in the beſt ca- 
pacity, as to their own-proper nature, of bringing forth

. Bourgioes, Midwife to the Queen of France ; which 
ſhe beft to ber Daughter as a Guide for her : And alſo 
for the Prattice f all diſcreet Midwives, to prevent | 
all dangerous Miſtakes in a work of ſo high Concern-

"'N the Year 1630. a young Lady whom I was 
| wont to bring to bed, paſling by my houſe, came 
in to me, and told me, that ſhe was four Months 
gone, and that ſhe perceived the Infant to ſtir ;

thar ſhe was frighted, ſhe perccived the Child ro move, 
but after that never; and her belly began by little and 
little to wax leſs; and about three weeks after ſhe had 
that reflux of milk that Women uſe to have thar lie in ; 
. When this was gone, ſhe had no grievance; yer feeing 
her often, and knowing her to be big with Child, ſhe 
'3sked me my advice, to know. what ſhe ſhould do.

I had oftentimes brought 
the Lady to bed, and ſhe ſtill, had very good Deliye- 
Ties, and very ſourd Children, - of a good colour, fo 
o her to be of a ſound conſttturion,thought 
that, if the Infant were dead, Naturte,. which was very 
ſtrodp in her, would expel 1t in time convenient, and 
that ſhe ſhould not; be forced, not having given any 


 xeſtimony of defe&t; reſolving alſo, when her Reckon- 
Ing was out, if then Nature ſhewed it ſelf weak, that 


we would conſult her Friends and Phylicians. Many 
of her Friends toid me, that they doubted that ſhe was 
deceived in thinking her felt ro be with Child; to 


* which 1] anſwered, tht they might be confident thar it

was ſo. In brict, ;ſhe ws brovght ro. bed, ſixteen 
weeks aſter the fright which ſhe had. Now here ari- 
ſeth a great doubt, whether the Child dicd at the hour 
bf ber being ſcared; by. reaſon that. it did :not move-in 
all that time2;c-4 «on that the. Chiid was not: dead, 
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may be, becauſe that the Gentlewoman had not hey 
- milk rill within three weeks after; and yet 1 cannot bur 
think that it dicd at the fame time; for certainly, by 
thar fright rhe vital ſpirits, were raviſhed from ir, and 
' the blood of the Arteries retired to the heart of the Mo- 
ther, not being diltributed to- the Infant, bur at the 
good: pleaſure of Nature; the courſe of which being 
ſtopped, it retired to its firſt ſource, .chrough which 
the Child ſuffering a ſuffocation, gave a violent mo-

took nothing down into her ſtomach, that ſhe did not

They gave her cold water, and the yolk of an Egp 
ſometimes, though it came up apain at the fame in- 
ſtanr.

Will here relate a thing . which IT have ſeen in a 
young Woman; that, if the like accident ſhould 

' happen, the ſame Remedies may be applied. There 
came a Woman to.me, to declare to me a diſeaſe with 
which ſhe was troubled, defiring me to do ny utmoſt; 
for that hitherto, ſhe could nor Iye in without the help 
of a Chirurgeon, who had already killed rwo of her 
Children. I, knowing what an ill Husband ſhe had, 
and that he had given her a blow upon the belly with 
his foot, and had broken the Peritoneum ; which was 
the reaſon, that part of her guts hung down upon the 
 ſhare-bone like the bag of a.Bag-pipe ; to which place, 
being big, the Womb jutted out, fo that when the 
time came, the Infant had not liberty ro turn it ſelf 3 
ſo that the Midwife ſeeing ſhe could not have the Child: 
Without loſing the Woman, . was fain to make uſe of 
Chirurgeon. I confidered her diſeaſe, and ordered her 
to carry a ſwathebind, ſuch a one as Women with 
_ Child carry to ſupport their bellies, only made a little 
more hollow ; and I cauſed her to wear it as they that 
are burſt do wear half-flops, lying ſmooth with cuſhio- . 
nets within, and never to riſe without this; whether 
big, or no; which ſhe did, and ſtill does, and bears as 
fine Children, and lyes in as well, asany other Woman. 

Of two Deliveries of one Woman. 

Here wasa Woman, who being come to a ſuffic{- 
ent age, became big : ſhe cauſerh two of the beſt 
Midwives of the Countrey to afliſt her.in her Lying 
in ; the hour,being come, "they did as Art-command- 
ed them, which was, The Child coming well into the . 
world ; to keep her in a good {ituation, to cauſe her to 
eat things which were only = the purpoſe, to kerp 
| er 
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her moderately warm, and then to bring her pains to 
a-good iflue. - 1 excuſed the paſſion and impatience of 
friends, but I would |not do any thing againſt my duty 
for complacency ; & fault that is ſoon committed, - bur 

not ſo eaſily repented of; This Woman was. pret! 
long, as moſt Women are of their firſt Children ; 'in- 
which time her husband, altogether impatient, and fee- 
ing her' to, doubt the report Fihe Midwives, There- 
| fore, faid he, there is a Chirurgeon hard by, who may 
be ſent for to reſolve the doubt of the Midwives; he. 
ſent for him juſt about the hour that, the Woman was 
tobe brought to bed : The Chirurgeon when he came, 
faw that the Child was ready to come forth. [The 
Midwives ,who had given way to. the Chirurgeon, 
thinking to take their place again, as ſoon as he had 
touched her, to 'make his report, were deceived; for he 
ſeeing the bulineſs ready to be done, rold her Husband 
that it-was neceſſary for him to operate, buy that he 
would proceed with fo much induſtry, that he would nat 
only bring forth a ſound and a luſty child, but moreq- 
ver that he would render his wife alſo into a fafe condi- 
tion. The Midwives when they would have ſpoken, 
were put to filence., The Gentlewoman was preſently | 
delivered, and he; ſtayed bur a little while to receive 
his reward: Thus the Midwives that had attended 
long, and all the while of the Trayail, were diſpiſed, 
and put off ; and ithe Chirurgeon extolled and praiſed, 
and well rewarded with ſeveral :moſt obliging and 
courteous invitations.

He had brought 
with him no inſtruments, thinking that this Delivery 
. would have been like the other ; but ſeeing himſelf at 2 
ſtand, he ſent to a Chirurgeon not {ar off for an Iſtru- 
ment : in the meantime, he ſent into the kitchen for a 
Ladle, with a hook at the end thereof, to draw forth 
the child. He drew it fo well, that he drew away' rhe 
life of rhe child : and without ſeeking any further for 
any body to ſaddle his horſe, or bidding any body fares 
well, he fled his wayes. This may be an inſtruftion 
' to thoſe thatiare ſo ready to entertain Mountebanks, 
and Empericks ; than whom, there are no men more 
prodigal of the life of another for money. 
' Of a Woman, that becauſe ſhe would wot be ruled - 
| LG in her Lying in, died. fra Uh | 
Was one day called to.'the Labour of a woman,, 
[| which had good Deliveries of her Sons and Daughs 
ters, at their due time, although her Deliveries of Boys 
were always more difficulc than thoſe of her Daughters ; 
being come to her, I found her walking in the Cham- 
ber with het leggs bare, in a ſeaſon that was 'not over- 
hot. I cauſed her to be pur into her bed to warm her 
again, but ſhe would by no meansendure it; although 
I prayed her, ſhe was angry with me, and told me, 
This was not the rule, to be conſtrained. The Mi- 
ſtreſs and the Nurſe combined againſt me ; the night,

Knew a Gentlewoman who had Laid-in three times, 
bur yet none of ther Children liyed : I defired her 
ro take a Phyſician that might give advice both to her 
and me, and to order; her ſome remedies, and a govern- 
ment of diet to keep her from ſuffering the like acct- 
dents for time to cotne. We choſe a Phyſician, who 
preſcribed certain Tablets or 'Trochiſques, to take 
' from the time the began to grow big, until the time 
of her Delivery, twice a week; as alſo to take the wa- 
ter of Indian Bul ruſh, and of Sarſaparilla, to mix in 
her drink, or broth, | as often as ſhe: would, having a 
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due regard: to the heat of her blood : She obſerved eye- 

ry tittle of his diretions, which made her ro bear a 

Son, alive, ſound, and healthful. She continued theſe 

Remedies four years together, but the next time ſhe 

grew big with Child, ſhe thought that Nature of it 

ſelf would be ſufficient: I counſelled her to the contra- 
ry, but ſhe hearkned not ; ſo that when her time came, 
ſhe was brought to bed of a dead Child. 1 ſhall give 
you the Receipt of ; the Tablers, and of the warer, for 
the beneht of Women that are ſubjc& to an ill Zelive- 

Ty, by reaſon of the great quantity of water, which 

hindereth the Child from turning in the Womb: The 

Water is made in this manner. 

Take two pints, or two pints and a half of water ; 
put therein half an ounce of the root of Indian Bul- 
ruſh, and an ounce of Sarſaparilla ; put this in the 
drink, - and let it infuſe one night ; mix it with the - 
drink, or elſe drink it pure.

Take Mace, Saunders, Rhubarb, Fearl, and Coral, 
Sena,. of each 25 grains, with one ounce and halt of 
Sugar ; let every Tabler weigh fix drams.

Here are certain Women who have the-neck of 

the Womb long and hardned, by a cold humor 

that falls down thereon, and renders them uncapable 
of conceiving. One I have heard of, who was atlict- 
ed with this Diſeaſe, and voided a great de.l of putri- 
hed blood ; by a certain fumigation that I taught her, 
ſhe was cured. I can ſay this of a certainty, that 
after this Woman had voided this putretfaction, ſhe 
came to ſee me with a very luſty Child, and was big

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Conception; for rhe Matrix that began to be ulcera- 
ted, was now fortified, and ſtrengrthned again, and the + 
natural hear began to/ rake poſſeſſion there again. 
| A good obſervation m the, choice of Nurſes. » 
Here be two ſort of Nurſes which I have found : 
The one is of ſuch Women as are of an ill hamor, 
or juice ; which humors fettle all in the milk, - for that 
is the place where |theſe fluxes diſcharge themſelves. 
Theſe Women are jn a better condition being Nurſes, 
than when they arei/not Nurſes; and being not Nurſes 
are ſubjeCt to pains, | ſometimes in the arms, and-ſome- 
times in the ſhoulders, ſometimes in one: of their legs 
or thighs; or elſe they are ſubje to the warring of 
the eyes, or ſwelling in the corner of the gye or noſe. 
Theſe are good Nurſes, as long as Children are fart ; 
bur the fat is fofr, and the Infants dull and fottiſh, gi- 
ving no great {igns of vivacity ; coming to bear teeth, | 
| they are very lickly, |and do ordinarily die, by reaſon. 
" of the flux, that 7 « pany out too great company of 
reeth at once. he Children that eſcape this, are 
more ill juic'd in their infancy, than are their Fathers 
and Mothers in their, old Age. | It the flux that afflits

- Jour, it it be of Choaler, it is more dangerous than the 
.other, for that is more dangerous and venomous to the 
Children. There is another ſort of Nurſes more dan- 
Sgerous than theſe I have now ſpoken of ; who preſent- 
iy after they have Lain in (that is, three, or four, or 
tive, or fix months) jare taken with their Purgations, a 
thing which never happens to good Nurſes : for this. 
is the courſe of Nature, that all the blood which is re- 
rained; is dedicated iro the nouriſhment of the Infant. 
This is cauſed by a moderate heat which is in their 
blood ; and, to ſay true, as ſoon as ever this happens, 
the Infant mult be taken away, for they are more apt 
tro conceive, than to/nurſe ; and if they continue m

much experimented, and [I ſpeak this to fave the lives 
of a great many Ghildren, when ſeeing them ſuck I 
have diſcovered their want of milk; fo that 1 may fay, 
there dies a third part of the Children. for want of ta- 
ing care in this particular, which yet ſeem fat, and 
in good cafe. © - ny £5 

| is is the cauſe of great Cholicks and'windineſſes 
in Children, which kills them in a moment; for 'the 
leaſt Feaver that takes them, carries them away. Be- 
ſides this, there are ſome whoſe milk is ſo little, but 
wathal ſo thick, that it ſticks upon the tongue, palate, 
and throat, : which cauſes, as it were, a white canker, 
which is more and more heated by reaſon of their for- 
cible drawing in vain; and polleſſeth all the throat, 
whereby they are hindred from fucking. Theſe Nur- 
ſes will milk after this, a drop or two out of their 
breaſts, crying, Look ye, the Child cares not for ſuck- | 
ing. I never knew more abuſe in ang thing, than in ” 
Nurſes : for let them make what excule they will, ir is 
nothing but neceſſity that reduceth them to be ſuch. 
Although the greateſt part do fay, thar it is to get ac- 
' Quaintance; yet when they have a Child, whether they. 
have milk or no, yet they defire not to part with it, 
no more than they do ro drown themſelves ; whereby - 
the Parents are often deceived. And therefore the 
Mothers ought to have a great care, and to make it 
their bulineſs to ſurprize the Nurſes at their own houſes, 
that if there be any miſcarriage, they may hnd it out. 
And indeed it is very reaſonable, that the cauſe of theſe 
poor creatures that cannot complain, ſhould not be 
neglected ; and theſe She-murderers be made know, 
that they may not go unpuniſhed, = 
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Of a Woman which 1 laid two ſeveral times, and of the 
difference of her bearing of two Children, proceeding 
from ſeveral cauſes.

- Was called to lay a Woman, who faid ſhe was gone 
her full rime ; ſhe had the ſame pains that women 

are wont to have in the time of 'Travail, but her waters 
came not down. At! one forcible Throw ſhe caſt forth 

a great membrane like a Hogs-bladder, all united wirh- 
inand without, only that it had divers branches of veins, 

as you ſhall ſee in a {bladder ; which I preſently cut, 
i and found therein alittle Infant, well ſhaped, ſwim- 
ing in black waters: | it had gone its full time, and was 
ſo lean, that it reſembled a meer Pifture ; it had the 
| Navel-ftring holdidg faſt tro the bladder, where 
it is to be ſuppoſed thoſe ſmall. branches of the veins do 
\end. Here, asI gueſs, as long as it found any blood, 
it lay languiſhing ; but, that beginning to fail, it died, 
and preſently voided; thoſe excrements that” were con- 
rained in the inteſtines, which being mingled in the 
waters, made them black: And as for the Womar her 
ſelf, ſhe was the fulleſt of humours that ever I faw in 
my lite. Another time I brought the ſame Woman ta 
bed, who was delivered of a Child that came the ordi- 
nary way into the Watld, with the head foremolt ; 
now I percciving her:in Labour, found nothing at firſt 
but a certain ſoftneſs, as. if the waters were coming 
down : Afterwards I perceived a certain bag with hair; 
athwart which I faw certain great knobs or heads. The 
Intant being come forth was not yet formed; the face 
and the hcad were like |vizards more than any face ; it 
had the form ofa noſe, but it was ſoft like wooll : 
"The head was full of | water, and thoſe knobs which 
appeared, were nothing but the ſutures of the nead, 
which the too great abundance of| water had disjoyn'd ; 
in the hands it had nothing but hair inſtead of bones, | 
and the toes were of the ſame : The woman her ſelf 
Was ſaid to be extream cholerick, and moiſt. In- 
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Inftruftions of a famous and dying Midwife to her 
Daughter, touching the prafice of this Art. 
I Yeh, if the excellencies of what is to be 
known in this World are to be found not in one, 
but in ſeveral Countries ; certainly they are moſt able 
ro inſtru& who have had the greateſt experience, and 
longeſt travel in the World ; which is the reaſon, that 
in this ſmall Treatiſe I have not tyed up my felt to 
the rules ſolely of my own Nation, but have ſearched 
the ſtudies alſo of other Nations, that thou mayeſt be 
bettered, not only by my experience, but by the La- 
bour of others. EE 
In the firſt place therefore, I: exhort thee to be dili- - 
genr, and to leave nothing unſearched that may tend 
to the advantage of thy praftice. And to this end, 
be always learning to the laſt day of thy life; which 
that-thou mayeſt not ceaſe to do, bc always humble ; 
for thoſe that are proud and obſtinate, never gain upon 
the hearts of thoſe that are knowing in ſecrets. Be ſure 
thou never make trial of any new Remedy or Receipt, 
either upon poor or rich, if thou be'{t not aſſured of 
the quality and operation thereof ; and that it can do 
no hurt, whether it be applied outwardly, or taken in- 
wardly. Hide none ot thoſe good Receipts which 


 _ thou knoweſt, either from Midwives, or Phylicians ; 


for otherwiſe they will eſteem them as little as thoſe of 
Mountebanks, as if thou had(ſt but one cure, like them, 
for all Diſeaſes, and yer didlt brag as they do of doing 
wonders, yer ſtill conceal their Receipts Thou mult 
ſpeak freely of that which thou knoweſt, and give a 
reaſon for what thou ſayelt. Be not negligent, bur fo 
increaſe thy Talent, that people may ſay, you are 
better than ever your Mother was: I muſt tell thee, 
thou halt taken a matter - of great importance into thy 
hand; and that in this Art there are two ways ealie to 
take ; the one to ſave thy credit, and the. other to loſe 
It, 
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it. Aboveall things, .you muſt beware (for any trea- 
ſure in the world): jof adhering,to. one vice, fch ag 
they are guilty of who. give Remedies to cauſe Abox- 
tion ; for thoſe that do ill, and thole that ſeek a dam- 
nable remedy, are wicked in a high degree. Bur it is 
a higher degree of wickedneſs. for thoſe that are no way 
ingaged, in the buſineſs, for lucres "fake to kill both the 


. body and ſoul of an'Infant. "This 1 do. not ſpeak that 
thou ſhouldeſt refuſe |to give Reinedies upon juſt occa- 


lions : but to take heed how you be cheated by ſubtle 
perſons, who ſhall tell you fine ſtories of the diſeaſes of 
their Wives, or Daughters, - which they may fay are 
very honeſt, hoping to get from you ſome Receipts to 


_ efte& their wicked deligns, ſend them ro the Phyſici- 


ans, for you may give them a lawful excuſe, in ſaying 
that ſuch matters do not belong to your charge. Ne- 
ver keep the cawl | called Ammios, which covers the 


| head and ſhoulders of the Child, tor Sorcerers to make 


uſe of. |

If you are ſent for to any houſe, inform your ſelf of 


' whatcondition they] are, and whether they be rich, or 


whether they be the| pooreſt creatures in the world, 
ſerve them with like pains and affeQtion, and if you 
find them to be very poor, take nothing ; for to them , 
a little is a great deal: viſit them alſo afterwards with 
diligence, that for; the ſmall time wherein they: keep 


their bed, you may de aſliſting to them in ſtrengthning - 


and recovering of their healths. : I charge thee, Daugh- ' 


| ter, that in all thy |life thou never receive a Woman 


into thy houſe to lie in ; for thac is but a kind of Pan- 
deriſm cloathed -in ſome pretence of Charity ; neither 
doth thy profeſſion oblige thee to do it. If it chance 
to be a woman that | is not wholly betaken to whore- 
dom, that there is ſome hopes of recovering her from 
that loſt condition; if then ſhe deſire you out of a be- 
lief of your ſufficienty, or ſecrecy, you may then go

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to her in an honeſt place. You muſt comfort her, if 
ſhe be afflifted, and pur her in the right way, exhort- 
ing her never to commit the like again ; but to receive 
ſuch perſons into your houſe, 1s but a means to encqu- 
rage evil: As the receivers of ſtollen goods are a means 
ro encourage Thieves; even fo, the Midwives-*thar 
bring ſuch a ſtench to-their houſe, do aſliſt and aber 
the evil which they do, whilſt they know where to 
diſcharge . themſelves of the like burthen again. Ar 
the firſt when [ took upon me this Calling, I took 
two into my houſe, the one of Quality, the other of 
an ordinary condition 3 I ſaw them ſometimes in fuch 
fits of deſpair, that I could hardly bring them out of 
them again. Thoſe from whom the evil came; upon 
| whoſe account I had received them, came now and 
then to ſee them, becauſe they brought them mainte- 
nance; I was continually fain to keep watch with 
them, for fear they ſhould do any evil in the houſe: 
And I muſt needs ſay, I had better have kept a herd 
of Swine. Such unreſts as theſe ought not to enter in- 
to the breaſt of a Midwife ; for, her mind ought to'be 
| free and at peace. Beſides that, a cuſtom of laying 
Women of an ill life, {poyls the reputation of a Wo- 
man, and oft times endangers 'the health alſo. To 
confirm which, I knew an honeſt underſtanding Mid- 
wife, that laid a Courtezan that ſeemed to ail nothing ' 
at all; bur ſhe, having an inveterated Pox, pave it to 
the old Midwife upon her right hand, upon which 
there came a red Bubo; for all which, being unwilling 
to leave off her Calling, ſhe ſpoyled after that above 
thirty Houſholds; for the Husbands got the Pox from 
their Wives, and the Children from their Mothers. 

Now let me tell thee, Daughter, that thou oughteſt 
not to take it il] to ſee the condition of Midwives defpi- 
ſed ; neither ler this binder thy Studtes in the perfeCtions 
of this Art, which are not to be comprehended by thoſe 
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that deſpiſe it. Nejther be diſmayed if rhou ſeeſt peo* 
ple in this condition, that do not deſerve to be ; for 
. this doth nor at all: diminiſh the honour of thoſe' that 
are good : for it comes from henceto paſs, becauſe they 
that receive them for mony, do as Stablers do, pur the 
good and bad Horſes together ; the good Horſes are in 
no danger to be hurt by the Jades, but the Jades are in 
hazard of being kickr and ſpoyled by the good Horſes. 
Never think of any think elſe but of doing well, 
and ſerving thoſe that ſhall call rhee according to their 
- own liking, if that which they defire be not prejudicial 
to them, but if that; which they deſire; 'be to their hurt, 
be ſure that thou diſcharge thy ſelf of them, and eſpeci- 
ally excuſe thy ſelf to the aſſiſtants, that thou mayſt 
perſwade them to reaſon. A ſweet diſpoſition in a Mid- 
wife is much more commendable than a rigorous: the 
| Pain of Child-bearing| is a very hard labour, which thou 
muſt confider,- and accordingly. conform-thy ſelf to the = 
humour of the Patient, knowing thy ſelf to be called 
to comfort and ailiſt/her. : . 
Mark well, entring into a houſe, in what condition 
the Patient is ; if the evil beat hand, you muſt encou- 
rage her, and prepare your ſelf with thoſe things that 
are neceffary ; and hit you muſt ſee thar the Bed be well 
made for the woman; that is to be brought to bed, and 
then to put on her alittle ſmock, and waſte-coat, and 
other linnen neceſlary : And if ſhe be fo opinionated, as _ 
that ſhe will not ; tell her how much you do it for the 
better ; and how great a pain it will be afterwards ; 
content her though, for you muſt make of a bad Market 
20 more then you can.\ | You ought to give order for 
things to be had from|the Apothecaries with her con- 
ſenit ; or if ſhe be young, with the.conſent of her friends. 
You muſt take order allo that ſome' good broth be made 
for her to take, in the |time of her Fravail, if it ſhould 


chance to be\long ; and alſo two ;hoyrs after her being 
| brought 
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brought to bed. Above. all things I charge thee, thar. 
what'ever bufineſs thou maiſt have there, that thou go 
not about them too haſtily. For there is nothing 10 
nauſeous to. be ſeen, as the improvident actions of over- 
buſlie women. * Never be diſmayed if every thing go 
not well ; for, fear diſorders the ſenſes ; and a -_ on 
that keeps her wits together, without ſuffering them to 
be ſcattered by fear, is capable of giving aſliſtance in 
weighty affairs, and eſpecially where things are done 
with leiſure; for in ſuch caſes Nature helps marvellouf- 
Iy, when we are moſt at a ſtand. There is a great ne- 
cellity of prudence, eſpecially in the age wherein we live; - 

ere is now no need of Coloquint:da to render .any 
thing good in it ſelf, bitter and diſagreeable to the taſte. 
There are few Women now a days that do give that 
reſpe&, or have that kindneſs for them as in former a- 
ges; for then, when their Midwife died, they ſhewed 
a great deal of ſorrow, and prayed God that now they 
might have no more Children : which though it were 
| Not well done, yet ir ſhewed their affeftion. Now a- 
days, Women uſe them as meer Hirelings. | 

There is a great deal of artifice to be uſed in the 
pleaſing of our Women, eſpecially the young ones, who 
many times do make <le&tion of Men to bring them 
to bed. I bluſh to ſpeak of them, for | rake ir to be a 
great piece of impudence. to have any recourſe unto. 
them, unleſs it þe in a caſe of very great danger. : I:do 
approve it, I have approved it, and know thatit ought 
to be done, fo that it: be concealed from the Woman 
all her life long ; nor that ſhe ſee the Surgeon any 
more: for it is very inconyenient to Husbands, that 
(unleſs in caſes af very great danger) ſuch things 
concerning their own Wives ſhould be communicated 
to any other men but themſelves. = 

Ts this purpoſe ſhall I tell thee Daughter, that being 
called to the Labour of a Friend, where were none but. ' 
| 2 Or 
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2-or 2 of her acquaintance, they asked me what I thought 
of the Labour : to which 1 anſwered, that the Childdid 
not come well, bur that I would do the work with the 
afiftance of God, without danger to the Child, - or to 
the Mother. They delired me' that I would ler a Sur- 
geon ſee her : for their ſatisfaction, I conſented to it ; 
providedthat ſhe might nor ſee hini ; for F was fearful, 
. leſt ſhe ſhould die with apprehenfion and ſhame ; 1per- 
| ſwaded her to flide: down toward: the feet of the bed, 
and daikned the Room on thar'{ſide where he was to 
come; at the feet he touchedher, and ſhe was brought 
to bed without any [other aſſiſtance, fave that of 
and Nature. Since theſe injuries have bin putin faſhion, 
there have bin obſeryed greater hazards and dangers in 
lying in than before, which might be remedied by per- 
ſons capable of their; profeſſion, if they might' be let a- 
lone. Bur this Detraction is ſo much in requeſt, that a- 
mong ſome kind of people, there is much ado to make 
them believe the trurh, and eſpecially where they can- 
not get great advantage by ſo doing, and truly, Honou- 
Table perſons which Lhave had the honour toſerve, make 
other women ſeem monſtrous to me. You ſhall come in- 
to ſome houſes, where there are certain perſons that hold 
ſuch falſe lights to the Miſtreſs of the Houſe, that ſhe 
ſees quite contrary to that which is real ; which perſons 
if they are not humoured, your buſineſs- will be there 
ſoon diſpatched, Take great heed of coming there, for 
it may chance to gain you nothing. bur a great deal of 
| care, There are forme Women that have no Children, 
at which they are very much troubled.; which is ſo, not- 
- withſtanding that they might eaſily be helped, if they 
. wouldtell an underſtanding Midwife where the defeCt lay. 
As concerning thoſe, who are ſent for to lay Women 
in the Country, I muſt fay this, that as for thoſe that are 
not very well experimented, they may incur many ha- 
* Zards by reaſon qt their ignorance, and the as rags |

knowing, to leave their Paricxrs in the City, is a thing 
that may diſpleaſe, and wrbng many, and run the ha- 
zard of being no moreentertained among them, totheir 
 own'rume ; neither-is there any certainty. of a Woman 
thet-will run rambling into-the Country. My laſt ad- 
vice is, that thou do-well, and in ſo doing, fear nothing 
but God,:that he may bleſs thee, and thy. cndeavours. .
